people..., A postmortem examination of 
Baldwin's skull has been, made, but 
developed no traces of degeneracy, 
and this, in connection with the fact 
that he had no motive for committing 
such a'deed, lends strength to the the- 
ory that the real criminal has not yet 
come under suspicion. 


Room Wat on Fire. 


. The police investigation shows a 


peculiarly revolting crime. The room 
•which was occupied by the two girls 
was on flre when the murder was dis 
covered and Miss Hart's body lay on 
the 
blazing . bed. , That 
of 
Miss 


Dines was on the floor behind the 
.partly .closed door. 


The room was in disorder, furniture 


was overturned and scattered on every 
side and It was evident that Miss 
Dines made a desperate struggle for 
her life. The theory is that the mur- 
derer, who was armed with Mr. Dine's 
revolver, entered the room and shot 
Miss Hart as she lay asleep, killing 
her instantly. 


Miss Dines, awakened by the shot, 


evidently grappled with the murderer 
and for some time fought.to savo her- 
self. 
She probably broke away and 


was running for the door when sho 
•was shot. On the floor lay the revol 
ver, "which had been taken from Mr. 
Dines' room. 


Head Torn to Pieces. 


Baldwin was found near by with a 


ghotgun.'also the property of Mr. Dines 
lying beside him. The side of his face 
was torn off by the discharge of one 
of the barrels, fired at close range. 


The young man was a voracious 


rfcader of yellow-backed novels and 
sensational newspaper stories. 
He 


had pursued this course of reading un 
til, his friends say. he was mentalU 
unbalanced. 
His actions have been 


accounted for on the morning of the 
murder until 8 o'clock, when he tele 
phouecJ to George Wilson, a farn 
hand, he had intended to go to Sun 
day school, but that a friend had fail 
ed to call for him.

President 
Roosevelt directed that the three Rus- 
sian cruisers which, under Rear Ad- 
miral Enqulst, have sought refuge 
in Manila bay, be denied permission 
to make repairs of injuries sustained 
in battle, but that they be given the 
alternative of leaving 
port 
withm 


twenty-lour hours or of interning th-ere 
until the end of the war.

worthy, it is felt certain that Rear 
Admiral Enquist will decide, and prob- 
ably will be ordered by his govern- 
ment, to intern his ships, j 


In making this decision' the presi- 


dent sought the advice of Secretary 
Tai't and'Secretary Morton. It estab- 
lishes a precedent in the treatment' of 
warships which seek refuge'in neu- 
tral ports. 
Hitherto the international law has 


been that ships might enter a. port 
and be given enough coal and supplies 
to reach their nearest homo port or 
be 'permitted to'make' sufficient re- 
pairs to render them seaworthy, or 
Bhould he allowed to intern until the 
end of hostilities. •

Cannot Be Russian Base. 


The president, upon the advice of 


Mr Tatt, has decided that, as .a neu- 
tral government, the United States 
has no right to allow, the 
Russian 


snips shelter long enough for them to 
repair damages sustained in battle. 
That'would -be making-an American 
port a base of naval operations for 
Russia, -which is totally at variance 
with the laws of ' neutrality.
